Profits in Stock Deals $345,983. -and His 
several Salaries in Same 
, Period Were $129,496.

WASHINGTON, April 21. — Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh made $475,- 
480 in salary, commissions and 
stock deals in the nine years be- 
ginning in 1925, according to a 
Sworn statement by him officially 
made public today. 

The document is a sworn list of 
every stock. brokerage and bank- 
ing account, every profit .or loss, 
and every cent of. his salary in the 
nine years since he first barn- 
stormed and flew air mail in the 
Middle West. 

Originally the statement was 
made to the Black Air Mail in- 
vestigating Committee. When he 
testified before the Senate Post- 
office Committee, Lindbergh au- 
thorized its insertion in the trans- 
cript. 

The statement sets forth that 
Lindbergh in nine years profited 
$345,983.80 through stock purchase 
and sale. The total of his salary 
and commissions from aviation in 
the nine-year period was $129,- 
496.37, making a total of $475,480.17. 
| Lindbergh’s salary the first of 
the nine years—1925—was listed as

‘‘Is Sure to Play in Ex- 
penditure of the Money.”

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., April 21.— 
Arthur M. Curtis, chairman of the 
Republican State Committee, an- 
nounced today he would oppose the 
proposed $10,000,000 bond issue for 
rehabilitation of the State penal 
and eleemosynary institutions. 
In a letter declining to serve on 
the executive committee of the 


State bond issue campaign com- 
mittee, Curtis charged the money 
would be spent by a partisan board 
composed entirely of Democrats. 
The letter is addressed to Maj. Al- 
bert Bond Lambert of St. Louis, 
chairman of the.general campaign 
committee for the bond issue elec- 
tion, May 15. 

Curtis pointed out the act pro- 
viding for the bond issue election 
specifies the money be spent by a 
board composed of the Governor, 
Secretary of State, Auditor, Treas- 
urer, Attorney General and State 
Superintendent of Schools — all 
Democrats. 

The act as originally introduced 
provided for a bi-partisan board of 
four members, two from each 
party, but before its passage by the 
special session of the Legislature 
it was changed so the six elective 
State officers would compose the 
board, Curtis said. 

Fears Pendergast Influence. 

Curtis said he recently wrote 
Gov. Park indorsing the bond issue 
proposal. Since that time he had 
investigated the matter and come 
to the conclusion he could not 
support it, because of the part 
which the T. J. Pendergast Demo- 
cratic ‘machine of Kansas City is 
sure to play in the expenditure of 
the money. 

Curtis said the strictly partisan 
arrangement for spending the pro- 
ceeds of the bond issue was di- 
rectly corftrary to the manner in 
which all previous bond issues had 
been handled in Missouri. The new 
State capitol and the state high- 
ways system were built by non- 
partisan boards, and in the case 
of the capitol, by a commission 
with a Democratic chairman, al- 
though the State administration at 
the time was Republican. 

Curtis said: “It will be only a 
few months until the Legislature 
meets again, and provision can be 
made at that time to finance need- 
ed repairs at the State institutions, 
or a bond issue program can be 
worked eut with the partisan fea- 
tures removed.” 

Kansas City’s Record. 

Declaring that “no one can deny 
the existence. at Kansas City of a 
sinister political machine nor its 
influence with the present admin- 
istration,” Curtis wrote: “I am ad- 
vised that a large portion of a 
huge bond issue of some $30,000,000 
has been spent by the present city 
government at Kansas City, and ac- 
cording to the records, up to Feb.

Post, to lie “in the inexperience of 
the young intellectuals who are now 
apparently directing the policy of 
the Administration.” 

Meyer, governor of the Federal 
Reserve Board during the Hoover 
administration and member of the

dent Wilson, was addressing the 
American Society of Newspaper 
Editors. 

We said the Post “has no political 
affiliations whatever.” He did not 
refer to President Roosevelt by 
name, but made frequent references 
to the “brain trust.” 

“World’s Greatest Alibi.” 

“It is no wonder,” he said, “that 
they consider law and theory as all 
that is necessary for sound govern- 
ment, but they forgot that no bat- 
tery of fine phrases can ever take 
the place of fact and that no law 
is ever better than its administra- 
tion. 

“Prohibition has only lately 
proved that and a large part of the 
new deal legislation will prove it 
again. Experimentation is after all 
nothing but a method, yet it is be- 
ing used by the brain trust as the 
world’s greatest alibi in all history. 

“It implies and accepts in ad- 
vance a large measure of failure 
but the masses of people who be- 
come the victims of that failure will 
scarcely be in a mood to accept the 
alibi of experimentalism as an ex- 
cuse for its consequences. 

“Nobody cvan plan with com- 
plete success, but if we must have 
planning let it at least be in ac- 
cord with the experience of people 
who have.some knowledge of ad- 
ministration and who know what 
can and what can not be gone by

Concerning administration agri- 
cultural plans, Meyer said he 
would not accept “the dostrine that 
there can be greater wealth for the 
individual] when our total wealth 
has been reduced” and urged bet- 
ter distribution, “not a curtailment 
of the aggregate product.” 

) Attacks Stock Exchange Bill. 
He said the stock exchange bill 
by including provisions “which will 
result in state control of industry” 
was “a glaring example” of legisla- 
tion “put forward ostensibly for one 
purpose while déceitfully establish- 
ing powers for other purposes,” 

Meyer favored employment ex- 
changes, unemployment insurance, 
old age pensions and trade union- 
ism, but opposed “the abolition of 
free unionism through Government 
control. He said there could be 
neither “extreme nationalism nor 
extreme internationalism,” and em- 
phasized some “glaring contradic- 
tions in -the. administration pro- 
gram” with the statement: 

“At present there is no more ob- 
vious conflict than the monetary 
policy, designed to expand the usé 
of credit, and the Security Act 
which effectively inhibits the use 
of credit for long-term financing, 
needed for construction activities.” 


Prof. Tugwell Says New Deal Is 
Return to True Democracy. 

WASHINGTON, April 21.—The 

“New Deal” tonight was called a 
return to true democracy by Rex- 
ford G. Tugwell, Assistant Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, one of the lead- 
ing members, if not the head man, 
of the so-called “Brain Trust.” 
In an address. before the Amer- 
ican Society of Newspaper Editors 
Tugwell termed the efforts of the 
Agricultural Adjustment Adminis- 
tration to control farm production 
“a democratic process revised to 
meet the necessities of a world -eco- 
nomic system.” He added that it 
was not a method “for which any 
doctrinal name is appropriate.” 

The inability to define such a 
process in any known words or 
catch-phrases “infuriates many peo- 
ple,” he said, observing that they 
insist that it be called Socialism, 
Fascism or Communism. 

The assertion that American 
farmers and business men are be- 
ing “regimented” was answered by 
“If you look for regimentation in 
American life you will find your 
best illustrations in industry.” —

Auto Factories Pay 
$600,000,000 Yearly 
@ in Wages, Salaries 


Lengths to which the automobile 
industry has gone since 1929 to heip 
during the emergency are stressed 
by W. H. Beal, president of the Au- 
burn Automobile Co. 

While the auto factories have sold 
cars because of their efforts, he 
says, the cost has been tremendous 
and the expenditure has come far 
from bringing in the returns which 
business normally should expect 
from such outlay. Pointing out that 
in 1924 an Auburn car was sold for 
$2500, that in no way compares with 
the $695 lowest-priced Auburn of 
today, Beal said: 

“Automobile manufacturers have 
close to $2,000,000,000 invested in 
their plants and equipment. In 
normal years, wages and salaries 


amount annually to over $600,000,- | 


000 and over 4,000,000 workers are 
employed directly and indirectly. 

“Motor car taxes alone provide 
the Federal Government, states ani 
municipalities with overa billion 
dollars annually. 

“Over 12 per cent of all the rail- 
way freight business in the country 
comes directly or indirectly from 
the automobile industry with rev- 
enues paid the railroads of nearly 
$400,000,000 annual:.. 

“Motor cars use 85 per cent of 
all the gasoline manufactured in 
the United States and the rubber 
industry depends on selling 81 per 
cent of its products to car owners.

Armed with the impressive authority of the 
Supreme Court decision im the New York milk case, 
code authorities have begun to move ageinst viola 
tors. A New Jersey silk plant has recently been 
fined $1000 in a Federal Court for violating an NRA 
code. Following this incident, Gen. Johnson has con- 
ferred with the President and announces that the 
penalty clauses of the Recovery Act will be invoked 
to make the codes effective. d 

That is to say, after experimenting with self-reg- 
ulation for almost a year, the trade associations con- 
fess- themselves incapable of discipline except by 
compulsion. This is precisely what_we thought would 
happen, and it brings government into that ad- 
vanced relation to business which we are told is to 
be the new role of the state everywhere. Neverthe- 
less, as business improves the opposition increases to 
applying emergency measures. : 
According to Business Week, “Gen. Johnson holds 
that the NRA plan is to have business organize itself 
with the Government on top, ready to decide wlien 
business cannot meet the issue or when various in- 
terests conflict, but with every possible issue decided 
by the industry concerned.” 

It must be understood that the penalty clauses of 
the Recovery Act are not so much invoked by the 
Government as they are by the trade associations. 
No Federal prosecution is possible until the indus 
tries themselves have exhausted their efforts to bring 
al ~ut compliance and their own code authorities 
have preferred charges. 

The Recovery Act is an attempt upon the part of 
Congress to make a deal with industry. In return 
for the privilege of self-regulation, which industry 
asked, and reasonable freedom from the anti-trust 
laws, Congress asked it to give labor the privilege 
of collective bargaining. In the eight months which 
have passed since this plan was evolved, no effort 
has been made until now to make the codes effective 
by any other than voluntary means. The codes have 
been widely abused by industry to increase its prof- 
its, and the relations between capital and labor are 
little better than they were. It is an immense prob- 
lem that we have tackled, and only trial and error 
can serve to point the way. We must be patient, 
tolerant of one another's rights. 

The Recovery Act is an experiment, and the Gov- 
ernment has believed it best to proceed cautiously 
with it. The life of the act itself is but two years, 
approximately one-third of which passed without 
bearing down upon anyone. The sole weapon used 
was persuasion. There were no prosecutions for 
abusing it as a price-fixing device. The drastic li- 
censing power, which expires next June, has not been 
invoked at all, not even once. Gen. Johnson says 
NRA no longer needs it. Nobody has been turned 
over to the Federal courts under Section 7A. 

Unless we mistake what is going on, the doml- 
nant belief is that the Recovery Act, irksome as it 
has become now that times are better, points the way 
in which we dispose to go. Many industrialists say 
frankly that unregulation had reached an impasse. 
Almost all the industries complained of unfair prac- 
tices which made it impossible for employers paying 
good wages to compete with those who paid low 
wages. 

This is a matter of common agreement. It is 
what prompted Gen. Johnson to say that when the 
period of the law is over, industry will return for 
more.of the same thing. If it does, the country 
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lar straitjacket. Such is the age in which we live. 

It is unfair to say that the Recovery Act is the 
work of the Brain Trust, or that the administration 
has thrust it upon business, or that the Congress is 
responsible for what has happened. Industry is the 
true parent of the Recovery Act, and it is industry 
that would bear down upon those who do not Keep 
the codes. The Government would far rather have 
the trade associations discipline their members, just 
as it would long ago have preferred to see the rail- 
road industry discipline its recalcitrants. The point 
{s that they cannot do so. 

Are we to have a regulated economy? That is the 
question. Ours is largely an industrial civilization. An 
industrial civilization cannot lie forever in a state 
of collapse. We must make it function. Can it func 
tion without a high degree of regulation? Most 
industrialists think not. We live in a new age, the 
so-called age of machinery. No historical precedent 
serves to guide us. As able an observer as Sir Arthur 
Salter thinks regulation is the new way of the world. 
He said in a recent number of the Atlantic Monthly: 


It is certain that, out of the stresses and 


mately emerge which will be substantially differ- 
ent from that to which we have been accustomed 
in the past. Economic activity will be planned 
and regulated, perhaps internationally, certainly 
nationally. The role of the state will be in- 
creasingly greater. It will bave to transform 
its methods and equip itself for its new task. Its 
policy must be planned and not improvised. 
Instead of a bastard Socialism, built up piece 
meal under sectional and successive pressures, 
the public must enforce, through government, a 
system devised in its own interest. But this 
need not mean the abandonment of private en- 
terprise and the stimulus of prospective profits, 
or the loss of economic, personal and political 
freedom. 
Protest against Government interference with busi- 
ness rises with the business level, now far higher 
than it was when the Recovery Act was passed. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt is known to favor only supervision 
over business upon the part of the Government. He 
wants industry to regulate itself, but he wants the 
Government to see that it does not abuse its power. 
He wants it to be fair to labor adhd the consumer, as 
he wishes labor and the consumer to be fair to cap 
ital.

no member shall place a sign on any 
property offering it for sale or for 
rent without the written consent of 
the owner or his authorized agent; 
no member shall induce any party 
to a contract of sale or lease or to 
break such contract for the purpose 
of substituting in lieu thereof a 
new contract with another princi- 
pal; no member shall negotiate the 
sale, exchange or lease of any rea) 
property directly with an owner. or 
lessor if he knows that such owner 
or lessor has a written outstanding 
contract granting exclusive agency

One was battered, .38-caliber, the 
sort used in the revolver which had 
been found beside Mrs. Soles. The 
other was a .45-caliber bullet, still in 
perfect shape. The wound itself had 
given no indication of caliber. But the 
larger bullet showed no sign that it 
had ever struck anything. Surely, 
thought Detective Connors, it could 
never have passed through a human 
body and then a wall without some 
evidence of impact. But how did it 
come there? 

The .38-caliber bullet, he found, 
would pass easily through the hole in 
the wall. But the .45-caliber bullet 
had to be pushed through. 

Connors began to make inquiry, and 
uncovered a circumstance that seemed 
to him to clinch his case. A McKees- 
port hardware dealer related that soon 
after Mrs. Soles was shot, Captain 
Soles’ chauffeur went to the store with 
a .45-caliber cartridge and asked that 
the bullet be pried from the shell. The 
dealer thought the chauffeur must 
have misunderstood, and telephoned 
to Soles. So the husband of the dead 
woman had himself repeated the in- 
structions, and the dealer had pried 
the slug from the shell. 


APTAIN SOLES was called in 
On He was questioned for 

hours, said District Attorney 
Park, and then made a 
confession. 

Soles had been out late, according 
to the alleged confession, and his wife 
upbraided him for ‘drinking and not 
behaving."" He became angered, he 
said, and ‘‘must have taken a pistol 
from a drawer and shot her.” 

He picked her up and carried her 
to the bed, the statement continued, 
and, after some conversation about 
what people might say, Mrs. Soles, dy- 
ing as she was, wrote the suicide note. 

So Captain Soles returned to jail, 
this time charged with the murder of 
his wife, who, it seemed, had called 
herself a suicide to shield him. 

But while the District Attorney's 
investigators built up the prosecution, 
Soles’ lawyers were not idle. Mrs. 
Soles had been in Florida. After her 
return there were long-distance calls, 
from a man. And there was a letter 
asking for money and indicating, de- 
fense attorneys contended, that she 
and the man who wrote it were more 
than merely friends. 

At the trial of Soles a few weeks 
ago the defense sprang another sur- 
prise—the “other man,’ William 
Sibley Martin. Through his. testi- 
mony counsel for Soles tried to show 
that Mrs. Soles’ affection for her hus- 
band was not the sort that would im- 
pel a woman to shield the man who 
shot her, and that it was not unreas- 
onable to believe she really felt as the 
note indicated. 

In a hushed courtroom, Captain 
Soles took the stand to wind up his 
defense. He repudiated the alleged 
confession. He said he was brow- 
beaten into making it. 

The jury remained out through the 
night. In the morning it voted ac- 
quittal. Captain Soles walked out 
among his friends, freed of the charge 
of murder, and the strange death of 
La Roux Soles reiurned to the status 
of a suicide.

HAT was impressed rather star- 
tlingly on a Paris journalist who 
called on King Zog in Tirana re- 
cently. Zog sat at the end of a long 
room in his hill-top palace, designed by 
the Italian royal architect and built by 
the Italian royal engineer. The King, 
back against the wall, faced the length 
of the room, and neither behind him 
nor on either side was there any win- 
dow. On the flat-topped desk before 
him lay a curious paperweight—a 
huge automatic pistol. 

“A bit of gay Vienna, this capital 
of yours, Majesty,’’ began the visitor, 
fishing for a lead. 

Zoz's slender mustache’ twitched 
ironically, and he began to toy with 
the paperweight. 

“And a fine little kingdom,” the 
newspaper man went on. 

A glacial light flickered in Zog’s 
blue eyes, and he glanced significant- 
ly at his attendants. 

“The last race’’—the young man 
was floundering in the effort to stir 
some sort of response—'‘‘that honors

(30 tons each) separating the 
stage from the Music Hall on 
the north and the arena on the 
south, and to manipulate the 
‘light bridge.’’ The bridge is a 
steel frame covered with racks of 
various colored floodlights and 
spotlights. These are turned on 
and off from a switchboard in the 
northeast corner of the stage. The 
engines are also operated from 
the switchboard. They are the 


only machines in the whole 
plant that are not operated by 
hand. 


The scenery itself is raised and 
lowered by a system of ‘“arbors’’ 
and weights, not unlike the simple 
contrivance in a window frame. 
When a back drop is to be moved 
up or down its weight is balanced 
by a few lead weights, calculated 
to equal its own weight. These 
run up and down the east wall on 
tracks, and enable the stage hands 
to lift scenery by means of a hand 
line of manila rope. 

The curtains and drops are 
hooked. on to long steel pipes, 
each of which is supported by 
seven steel cables leading to the 
hand lines on the east wall. When 
a piece of scenery is to be hooked 
up, the weights are raised to the 
top of the shaft, thus lowering the 
pipe to the floor. When the scen- 
ery is attached, the weights are 
made to balance it. This is done 
on a loading platform near the 
ceiling. 

Half way between the ceiling 
(or, more exactly, the gridiron) 
and the floor is a second platform, 
from which the scenery is ma-

There are | 
seven pulleys for each pipe and 
76 pipes, each about six inches 
from the two beside it, so that 
a large number of sets can be 
hanging above the stage at all 
times.
